T. : 


At the instance of the Local Self-Government Department the State St|i^s- 
tical Bureau conducted a socio-economic survey of the slum areas of -^tcutta 
in 1958-59, 


2. The survey falls into two parts — 

(i) a complete Census aimed at collecting details of the structures in the 

existing bustee holdings, living condition in general in these holdings 
and the economic condition of the bustce-dwcllers, and 

(ii) a sample survey of 10 per cent, of the families found in these holdings 

surveyed for investigating certain aspect of the housing and social 
condition there and other allied information which might be of use 
in implementation of the Slum Clearance Act. 


3. The survey operation started sometime about the third week of 
December, 1958 and completed by the end of July, 1959. Analysis work was 
completed by March, 1960. 


4. The old Calcutta Corporation area (Ward Nos. 1 to 75) was divided 
into 16 more or less homogeneous blocks and a report on each such block 
was prepared and submitted to Government. This is the report of all such 
blocks combined. 


5. There are altogether 3,093 holdings declared as bustees by the Corpo- 
ration of Calcutta and out of these 3,001 Corporation (bustee) holdings were 
surveyed and the remaining were found vacant or otherwise. These 3,001 
holdings cover an area of 96,427 kathas or 1,594 acres. 66.36 per cent, of 
the area has been built upon and is under huts and the remaining 33.64 per 
cent, of land is used for ponds and tanks, roads, drains and for other 
miscellaneous purposes. 

6. These (bustee) holdings comprise 28,578 huts, 60.31 per cent, being 
wholly kutcha; and the huts are divided into 223,624 apartments or rooms, 
79.34 per cent, of the rooms being used for living purpose only. 

7. These (bustee) holdings shelter 668,903 persons, 42.06 per cent, of 
whom speak languages other than Bengali. About 60 per cent, are, incidentally, 
absolutely illiterate. 

8. The total population comprise 189,447 families with a total number 
of 247,419 earners, i.e., an average of 1.3 earner per family. And the per 
capita income is Rs. 30.44 per month. 

9. Bengalees from East Pakistan and West Bengal account for 66.53 per 
cent, of the resident population. About 22 per cent, of the total population 
hail from Behar. 

10. There are, it will be noticed, 4 persons on an average per living room 
and the average per capita floor space (of living room) is approximately of the 
order of 31.52 square feet while floor space per family appears to be approxi- 
mately 158.82 square feet on an average. Of the sixteen blocks the Mechhua- 
bazar area, where the per capita floor space is 26.71 square feet is the most 
congested one and the Burrabazar area where this space is 36.74 square feet 



is the most sparse of all. Some 4,117 families or 2.17 per cent, of the 
families enjoy exclusive possession of a hut. But majority of the famUies share 
huts with more than 5 others. 

11. Very few families can claim exclusive use of a tap or a privy. 
Similarly the majority of the families do not have any seperate cooking place. 

12. The largest number of earners, 66,381, to be the exact, are labourers 
and the handicraftsmen, 58,017 in number, constitute the second largest group 
of earners. 

13. Out of a total of 85.301 industrial workers, 60,900 work close to 
their place of residence. 

14. Rents are not very high in these areas of Calcutta for a family pays 
Rs. 11.26 per month as rent on an average.

CHAPTER I 

(A) GENERAL REVIEW 


Introduction : 

1.1. At the instance of the Local Self-Government Department, the State 
Statistical Bureau, Government of West Bengal, undertook a Socio-economic 
Survey of bustee areas in Calcutta in 1958-59, in order to assess tfce present 
condition of bustees and the families living therein with a view to improve the 
living condition there or to provide aitemative healthy accommodation to the 
inhabitants. 

■ 1 ^ 

1.2. The Municipal Act defines a bustee as an area containing land occu- 
pied by or for the purpose of any collection of huts standing on a plot not less 
than ten kathas in area and a hut means any building, no substantial part of 
which, excluding the walls up to a height of 18 inches above the floor or floor 
level, is constructed of masonry, reinforced concrete, steel, iron or other metals. 
In actual practice, however, the above specifications are not maintained in 
constructing huts in the bustees. 

1.3. There are altogether 3,093 holdings declared as bustees by the Calcutta 
Corporation in their registers. Some 668,903 persons forming 189,447 families 
live within 28,578 huts of these bustees. 


1.4. A sum of Rs. 4,95,000 was estimated as the total cost of the survey. 
But the total cost came down to Rs. 4,68,182 only and there was a saving of 
Rs. 26,818. 

The Scheme and its design: 

2.1. The lists of holdings declared as bustees by the Corporation of Calcutta 
served as the frame of the survey for want of any other suitable alternative. In 
Order to have information on individual units of the bustee population it was 
decided that the survey should be a complete enumeration of all these bustees. 
A detailed enquiry for housing condition was, however, undertaken with the 
help of a sample of ten per cent, families. Although a summary of the design 
is given here, the design, schedules, organisation, etc., were discussed in greater 
details in the case of Ultadanga-ManicktoUa group of bustee holdings, the block 
covered in the first report. 

2.2. The old Calcutta Corporation area (Ward Nos. 1-75) was divided 
into 16 more or less homogeneous blocks and a report on each block was 
prepared. It is the intention of the present report to assess the position of 
all the slum areas of the city taken together. Incidentally, it may be mentioned 
that the Tollygunge area (Ward Nos. 76-80) which has been included in the 
Calcutta Corporation only very recently has no declared bustees within it and 
as a result no such detailed enquiry was undertaken in this portion of the city. 
In course of the survey, holdings having area of 10 kathas or more and consisting 
mainly of kutcha huts which could be treated as a part of bustee area were 
noticed, though these were not included m the lists of bustee holdings received 
from the Calcutta Corporation. Detailed survey of all these holdings was also 
not undertaken. Certain items of basic information were, however, collected 
from these undeclared" bustees situated in old Calcutta area as well as those 
in Tollygunge area. 
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2.3. It has already been mentioned that the city of Calcutta was divided 
into 16 more or less homogeneous groups or blocks. Details about the forma-^ 
tion of these blocks may be seen in Appendix. 

The staff 

3.1. A Senior Statistician was in the overall charge of the survey. The 
field work was managed by a Deputy Superintendent and one Assistant 
Superintendent with the help of 300 primary field workers called Junior Assistant 
Investigator for a period of 8 months along with a team of 43 Inspectors and 
8 Supervisors for checking and supervision of the work. 

3.2. The analysis section consisted of 2 Supervisors, 7 Computing Inspec- 
tors, 7 Computers and 37 Assistant Computers under the responsibility of a 
Statistician. Later on at the beginning of September, 1959, the post of Statis- 
tician was converted to that of Assistant Statistician and the analysis section 
was placed under his control. The analysis section was also helped by one 
Assistant Statistician deputed from the Head 0£5ce. 

3.3. The results were processed, partly under mechanised tabulation by 
Hollerith machine and partly by hand. Some 13 Punching-Verifying Operators 
with one Senior Technical Assistant, one Tabulator and one Sorter were engaged 
for the Hollerith Section. 

Period of Survey 

4.1. The field survey operations started sometime about the third week of 
December, 1958, and completed by the end of July, 1959. The analysis work 
was completed by March, 1 960. 


(B) Distribution of bustee holdings 

5.1. The distribution of the bustee holdings amongst the Municipal wards 
along with other particulars may be seen in Table I. It may be noted that 
out of 3,093 enlisted bustee holdings, some 92 have been found withcnit 
bustee huts although these were occupied formerly by bustee families. About 
50 per cent, of these bustee holdings are situated on the eastern border of the 
city. Also the condition of these bustees is the worst. Altogether 3,001 
bustee holdings have been surveyed and figures in respect of those are discussed 
in the report. 

Utilisation of bustee lands 

6.1. As far as our eye-estimalcs go, some 66.36 per cent, of the bustee 
lands are utilised for dwelling purposes and some 9.21 per cent, are under 
ponds and tanks. A good amount of bustee land <23.30 per cent.) falls under 
the miscellaneous category — ‘others’ which includes lands meant for worship, 
roads and lanes, drains, play grounds, bathing places, etc., and some vacant 
lands also (vide Table 2). 


Area 

7.1. The total area covered by all the bustee holdings is 96,427 kathas and 
the percentage of bustee lands to that of the whole area of the old city is 8.45. 
The average size of a bustee holding comes to 32.13 kathas.

Huts and rooms 

8.1. The 3,001 occupied bustee holdings include 28,578 huts (i.e., struc- 
tures with one entrance and one enclosure) and 150 sheds or hut like struc- 
tures (mostly without walls) utilised for keeping cattle or other miscellaneous 
purposes, the total population living within the bustees is 668,903 and they 
occupy 223,624 rooms within the huts. On an average about 7 families live 
in a hut and about 4 persons in a living room. 

Population 

9.1. The population comprise 1,53,872 natural families (families consist- 

ing mainly of husband, wife and near relations messing and living together) and 
35,575 messing families J[establishments constituted of 2, 3 or more individuals 
each being considered as a family messing and living together, though not actually 
related (vide Table 26). ^ 

Living condition 

10.1. Within 28,578 huts, there are altogether 20,372 sources of water 
supply such as tap, tubewell or well and on an average 9 families have got the 
advantage of such a source. Regarding the privy facilities, it may be seen that 
on an average 7 families are, however, served by a privy. Nearly 36 per cent, 
of the huts have electric connections. 


Undeclared bustees 

11.1. It has already been stated that besides these registered bustee 
holdings, some holdings having area of 10 kathas or more, consitsing of mainly 
kutcha huts which could be treated as a part of bustee areas, were also noticed 
in old Calcutta area as well as in Tollygunge. Some items of basic information 
relating to these undeclared bustees were collected. These are as follows: 

(1) Address of bustee. 

(2) Area of bustee. 

(3) Number of huts in the bustee. 

(4) Number of families and messing establishments in the bustee. 

(5) Number of persons residing in the bustee. 

(6) Number of industrial establishments in the bustee. 

(7) Number of shops in the bustee. 

(8) Number oi fresh water taps, tubewells, wells, privies in the bustee. 

(9) Whether electric connection is available. 

(10) General cleanliness. 

(11) Whether the bustee gets water logged during rains. 

A few facts regarding the undeclared bustees are given below: 

There are 250 such bustees (including Tollygunge area) with 1,906 huts 
where 26,742 persons live. Total area covered by these bustees is about 150 
acres. There are 5,108 families and messing establishments, 233 industrial 
establishments and 433 shops. There are 0.16 privies per family and 0.08 
sources of water such as taps, wells, etc. 137 of the ^ustees remain water 
logged during heavy rains and general cleanliness can hardly be called good. 
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CHAPTER II 

THE BUSTEES AND HUTS 

Huts and their condition 


Kind of structure 

1.1. It has already been stated that altogether 28,578 huts are found on the 
date of investigation. Out of those, only 6.88 per cent, are two-storeyed struc- 
tures as may be seen from Table 4. More than half of the huts are one-storied 
kutcha structures. Briefly the position is as follows:^

Ventilation of rooms 

1.2. Not many of the huts, as might be expected, can be said to be properly 
ventilated and nearly 61 per cent, appear to be semi-dark (vide Table 6).

Some 22.81 per cent, of the huts, it is reported, gets water-logged during 
heavy rains and 30.86 per cent, remain damp throughout the year, (vide 
Table 5). 

Covered space of the huts 

1.3. Table 9 indicates covered space of the huts. Some 14.83 per 
cent, have less than 601 square feet, 17.38 per cent, between 601-1,000 square 
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feet, 43.29 per cent, between 1,001-2,000 square feet and 17.16 per cent, 
between 2,001-3,000 square feet. The distribution of the huts by covered 
space would be as follows:

2.1. It may be seen from Table 8 that 28,578 huts include some 
223,624 rooms and as is only natural in a crowded city like Calcutta, more 
than 79 per cent, of the rooms of the huts are used exclusively for living 
purposes. On an average the number of rooms per bustee and per hut are 
found to be 74.52 and 7.82 respectively. Quite a numl'er of huts are utilised 
for industrial purposes and some 2,304 rooms are used exclusively for industry 
while 3,205 for industry and living. Within the busices as many as 6,571 
rooms are exclusively used as shops and 7,284 rooms as shop as well as for 
living purposes. Briefly the position is as follows:

2.2. On an everage 63.13 families live within a bustee and 6.63 families 
within a hut. 
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2.3. Very few families (vide Table 10) as is indeed natural, can claim 
sole and exclusive occupation of a separate hut. Their number is only 4,117 
(2.17 per cent.). As much as 78.11 per cent, of the families live in huts, each 
of which is occupied by more than five families.

2.4. In this connection it is interesting to note that out of 153,872 natural 
families as many as 90.38 per cent, occupy only one living room (vide Table 
11). The overall picture of the blocks as a whole is as follows:

2.5. Table 12 will indicate some very important figures relating to the 
inmates. Average lloor space per living room and per capita floor space of 
living rooms come to 111.18 and 31.52 square feet respectively and average 
number of living room per family is only 1.14. The per capita floor space of 
living room varies approximately from 27 square feet to 37 square feet in 
different blocks, the maximum being in Block H and the minimum in Block L 

Water supply and privy 

2.6. Details about water supply in bustee holdings so far as natural families 
are concerned will be found in Table 15. 

2.7. Some 49.25 per cent, of families have water taps within their 
premises, 12.34 per cent, have tubewells or wells while 38.41 per cent, of the 
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families have no water supply within their premises. The position of Blocks 
A, F, M, N and P is worst where percentages of families having no water supply 
are of the order of 50 to 56 per cent. In this connection it may also be 
seen that the position of Block 1 is the best of all the blocks where more than 
85 per cent, of the families have got water supply. 

2.8. Exclusive use of tap or a source of water supply, however, appears 
to be very rare. Most of the families have to share a tap, tubewell or a well 
with a number of other families. Our estimate for these on the basis of a sample 
of 10 per cent, of the natural families of all the blocks together is as follows: 
(vide Table 16).

2.9. The third category of families either obtain their supplies from common 
taps within the bustee precincts, but not within their own premises, or have to 
draw water from outside bustee areas. 

2.10. Some 702 out of 3,001 bustee holdings of all the blocks taken 

together do not have (vide Table 20) any type of proper drainage. Of the 
remaining, 581 are provided with under^ound drains, 661 are provided with 
pucca surface drains and 1,057 with kutcha surface drains. Jt may be seen 
from the table that the drainage system is very poor in Blocks C and F. 

2.11. Table 13 will indicate that 29.27 per cent, of the families have 

got underground privies within their premises, 51.91 per cent, service and only 
1.52 per cent, have sanitary. Some 17.30 per cent, do not have any type of 
privy within the hut premises and these families either have to share with other 
huts within the bustees or sometimes have to go outside of the busfees too. The 
position of Blocks G, H, N and O is worst where percentages of families not 
enjoying facility of having a privy within the hut premises are in the order of 

31 to 38. On the other hand families of Blocks D, E and L have got more or 

less the maximum advantage. 

2.12. As far as information collected from sample families indicate, very 
few families have the advantage of exclusive use of a privy (vide Table 14).

2.13. Bathing enclosures are almost unknown in the bustee areas (vide 
Table 17). Only 0.38 per cent, families living in these bustees, according to the 
information available for the sample families use bathing enclosure exclusively, 
while 7.03 per cent, of the families share bathing enclosure with others. But 
majority of the families 92:59 per cent, cannot use any bathing enclosure at all. 

Cooking place 

2.14. As column 8 of Table 8 will show, for 189,447 families there are 
only 12,331 rooms reserved for cooking purpose. Not unnaturally, according 
to the information collected from the sample f^ilies, only 7.58 per cent, of 
the families can claim exclusive use of kitchen room, while only 0.04 per cent, 
families share kitchen-rooms with others and ihe rest, i.e., 92.38 per cent, have 
no separate cooking spaoe jtrictly speaking (vide Table 18). 

Electricity 

2.15. Most of the huts in the bustees are not supplied with electricity and, 
as far as information collected from the sample families go, nearly 78 per cent, 
of the families living in these huts do not use electricity in any manner, while 
some 19.51 per cent, of the families have the privilege of using electric lights 
and 2.62 per cent, electric fans and lights both (vide Table 21).

2.2. Bengali happens to be the mother ttmgue of 57.94 per cent, while 
Hindi and Urdu together account for 38.52 per cent, of the population (vide 
Table 24). 
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2.3. As for religion it is noticed that 72.88 per cent, are Hindus and 25.85 
per cent, are Muslims. Of the Hindus* again 68.65 per cent, speak Bengali, 
27.64 per cent, speak Hindi while of the Muslims 29.06 per cent, speak Bengali, 
16.04 per cent, speak Hindi and 54.29 per cent, speak Urdu (vi& Table 24). 

3.1. Table 25 indicates the level dl education of the people living in these 
bustees. Of 668,903 persons, 59.91 per cent, are illiterates and 37.16 per cent, 
are literates (but below Matriculation standard). 1.62 per cent, are only 
Matriculates and only 0.22 per cent, are graduates or have hi^er educational 
qualijhcation. 

Earners and their occu|pation and income 

4.1. These 189,447 families include some 247,419 earners and more than 
23 per cent, of the earners, 58,017 to be exact, are manual workers engaged in 
handicrafts. Nearly IS per cent, are engaged as sales workers, such as, 
hawkers, small shop-keepers, etc., and some 27 per cent, work as labourers. 
Table 30 gives detailed distribution of the different earners occupationwise and 
the position may be summarised as follows:

4.4. It will be recalled that 189,447 families include 247,419 earners. 
In other words many famUies have more than one earner, and the number 
earners work out at 1.3 per family. 

An idea about the income of the families will be found in Table 26. 

4.5. Per family income works out at Rs. 107.44 per month and per capita 
income at Rs. 30.44 per month. The latter incidentally appears to be hi^er 
than Rs. 24.09 (National Income Estimate), per capita income of India for the 
year 1957-58. 

4.6. The largest number of families, it will be seen, belong to the income 
group of Rs. 51 — 100 their average income being of the order of Rs. 78.65 
per month. Number of families in the income groups up to Rs. 50 and 
Rs. 101 — 150 are more or less^of the same order. Number of families in these 
two groups are 31,563 and 33,751 respectively. The average monthly income 
of these two groups of families are Rs. 41.54 and Rs. 129.84 respectively. 

Industrial workers and their place of work 

5.1. In connection with the use of huts in the bustee, we have seen that 
quite a number of huts are utilised for industrial purposes (vide Table 8). In 
the entire declared bustee areas of Calcutta there are some 3,736 complete 
industrial establishments, 909 engaged in manufacture of metallic products, 735 
in leather and leather products, 420 in manufacture of timber-ware and timber 
products, 300 in manufacture of paper, paper printing and allied products, 268 
in foodstuff and dairy products, 241 in textiles, 200 in earthen goods including 
earthen toys and ceramics, 109 in manufacture of chemical and chemical pro- 
ducts, 91 in beverage and tobacco, 42 in other toys and sports goods and the 
rest 421 in different other miscellaneous industries (vide Table 32). 

5.2. These 3,736 industrial establishments provide employment for only 
a part of the earners in the bustee holdings. The remaining (industrial) 
earners) have to go out of the bustces to different places for their industrial 
pursuits. More than 71 per cent, work within a distance of one mile of their 
residence. Table 33 indicates the average distance the earners have to cover 
in connection with their vocation every day. 

Occupiers of huts, their legal status and rent 

6.1. According to their legal status people directly concerned with busteei 
and huts may broadly be divided into four groups: — 

(i) First, the landlords or recorded municipal assessees of the holdings. 

(ii) Second, Thikadars under the owners: the landlords of the bustee 

holdings are responsible for payment of municipal taxes, but in 
the majority of the cases they let out the lands to thika tenants for 
specified or unspecified periods or to lessees on proper registered 
lease. 

Rentees occupy huts under the lessees: 

(iii) The lessees in their turn build huts of their own, construct privies, 

etc., in most cases and let out the huts to the actual occupiers or 
the rentees. 

(iv) Besides these three groups, there are two other types in occupation 

of huts, squatters and liccncee-squatters occupying huts forcibly 
without paying rent and Ikencees who have been allowed to con- 
tinue in occupation either out of charity or for other reasons.

6.2. SiomQ $4.69 per c€ait. of the oases, so far as the entire declared bustee 
bolding of Calcutta are concerned, families originally taking the land on lease, 
live within the bustees in question, the next, i.e., 45,31 per cent, do not even 
reside within the bustee holdings. They are just rent farmers (vide Table 34). 

Fwniliea and ranie paid 

6.3. Of the 153,872 natural families, some 125,272 families pay rent fpr 
the occupation of the huts. Another 16,762 are the owners including joint 
owners and second lessee families of the huts and 11,710 families do not pay 
renf to anybody and are either licencees or squatters (vide Table 35). 

6.4. Table 27 indicates distribution of rentees by rent-group and Table 28 
shows the owner-families by income-group. The rent analysis holds good only 
for the natural families. 

6.5. The rentees pay rent on an average of Rs. 11.26 per family per month 
(vide Table 27) and 92.17 per cent, of the rentees have indicated that they 
would be willing to shift to better accommodation provided by Government 
even on a sli^tly hi^er rent (vide Table 35). 

6.6. The landlords of the bustee holdings were contacted and according 
to information given by them, annual gross income of bustee owners is of the 
order of Rs. 2,323 per bustee holding, while expenditure in the shape of muni- 
cipal tax and others does not exceed Rs. 821 on an average per holding. On 
the other hand, on the basis of average rent paid by the natural families at 
Rs. 11.26 per month and Rs. 11.82 per month for messing establishment, the 
total rent collected from a bustee holding in a year should be of the order of 
Rs. 7,253, on an average.
